GOVERNMENT OF MEN. 

“The government, like that of many 
others in America, is a government of 
men and not of law.” 
Commenting on conditions at the 
university, the report says in part: 
“If our State universities are to 
continue to be institutions in which 
self-respecting scholars can serve, 
or in which the true character of a 


Juniversity is miaintained, it is essential 


that all such attempte be vigorously 
resented and that no ground be given 
even for the suspicion that teache 
in these institutions are under pres- 
sure of the sort exemplified in the 
first case cited by Prof. Roylance. 
There may be room for legitimate 
doubt concerning the proper limits 
of freedom of teaching; there can be 
no room for doubt as to the impro- 
priety of permitting powerful indi- 
viduals outside the university, whe- 
ther in or out of public office, to dic- 
tate to university presidents respect- 
ing the utterances of university pro- 
fessors. And the resistance to such at- 
tempts must necessarily come frst 
and chiefly from the presidents of 
the State universities. 

KINGSBURY CHENSURED. 
“To the committee it seems clear 
that President Kingsbury, while pos- 
sibly desirous of maintaining a due 
measure of freedom in the University 
of Utah, has not sufficiently resisted 
pressure of the sort mentioned, but 
rather, at times, permitted himself to 
be used as an inatrument through 
which such pressure was transmitted 
to members of the faculty, 

“Nothing has done so much to 
strengthen the widespread feeling of 
distrust which has unquestionably 
been engendered by recent events at 
the university as the attitude still held 
by the Board of Regents; a persis- 
tent refusal to permit the disclosure 
of all the facts in such cases al- 
ways gives color to the belief that 
there exist facts unsuited for dis- 
closure. 

“The committee gathers that the 
persistence of the board in its present

The fuse, without which the explo- 
sive is harmless, depends upon the 
high rotary motion of the shell to sve- 
come active. This rotary motion is 
imparted by the rifling of the gun. In 
the smooth surface of the tube are cut

Round the shell, near its base, in @ 
groove cut for the purpose,’ is com- 
pressed what is known as the rotat- 
ing band.

Coroner Here Today to Con- 
fer with Them. 


How One Perished of Thirst 
and Another Escaped. 


While straightening up expense ac- 
counts incurred in the Imperial Val- 
ley when John H. Welsh. Los Angeles 
attorney, was found dead from thirst 
on the road between Mecca and Braw- 
ley two weeks ago, C. E. Loyd, brother- 
in-law of the late attorney, and two 
companions ¢ame upon evidence that 
may lead to further investigation. 


When this evidence was presented. 


to the Coroner’s jury in El Centro, 
that body was on the point of bring- 
ing in a special report and was on 
deterred from so doing by the fact 
that they wished to consult with the 
widow, Mrs. Welsh, at her residence, 
No. $23 East Tenth street. before tak- 
ing any emphatic steps. Coroner Pet- 
erson will arrive in Los Angeles this 
morning, to consult with Mra. Welsh 
and to ask her wishes. 

Mr. Loyd and his companions, J. 
M. Langton and Albert Fransen, re- 
turned to Los Angeles yesterday after- 
noon. When Mr. Loyd told ef the re- 
sults of his trip at his home, No. 364 
East Jefferson street, and of the possl- 
bility that Mr. Welsh might have been 
saved the widow collapsed, and could 
not be comforted for some time. 

“Mr. Langton, Mr. Fransen and my- 
self, went down to Imperial primarily 
to settle debts incurred by the moving 
of Mr. Welsh’s body,” Mr. Loyd sald 
last night. “Also there were a few 


points that I wanted to clear up. One” 


of these was the report that many 
hours had been wasted before rellef 
started out for Mr. Welsh and Mr. 
Roche. 

“Our party went down In two aute- 
mobiles. We took plenty of water and 
gasoline, you may be sure. 
reached the scene of the tragedy we 
went over the ground, and then started 
towards the ranch where Mr. 
found help. 

“By our speedometer, it was about 
sixteen miles from the scene of the 
tragedy. There we found the farmer, 
a Bohemian by the name of Kasurich.
